Washington, October 8.—Robert P. Por- 
ter had a consultation with Assistant Sec- 
retaries Vanderslip and Howell today and 
went over the special testimony which he 
had taken as Cuban commissioner in rela- 
tion to the new tariff of Cuba. The tes- 
timony shows beyond doubt that the San- 
tiagg tariff will have to be greatly modi- 
fied before it can be put in force for the 

whole island, 

The tariff adopted by the United States 
was the tariff which Spain enforced for 
merchandise coming from Spain, and hence 
was in favor of all articles produced or 
shipped from that country. Mr. Porter, in 
taking the testimony, has discovered that 
some of the schedules are far too high, 
and especially on articles that Spain did 
not produce and was unable to import 
from other countries and then export to 
The iron and steel schedule, for 
under the Santiago tariff is as 
high as the present Spanish tariff. 

Nearly all articles of railway supplies, 
ineluding locomotives, rolling stocks, iron 
and steel bridges, ete., are dutiable at near- 
ly 100 per cent, and this rate must be ad- 
justed or the new tariff will be practically 
an increase on the old, as 20 per cent of 
the Spanish duties are payable in silver 

t & cents on the dollar. It was, therefore, 
arranged that the whole tariff be revised, 
To this end the testimony taken will be 
written up and the reason given for each 
change and the whole work thoroughly 
gone over,

Fast Enough. 
de Porto Rico, October. &8.—The 
American forces occupied the towns of 
Carolina and Canovas on October Sth, and 
Cayugas was taken possession of by them 
the following day. 

The United States steamer Cincinnati re- 
turned here Jase night. The Spanish steam- 
er Alicante sailed for Spain yesterday. It 
is said by October 10th San Juan, Rio 
Piedras and Bayamo will be the only 
places remaining in possession of tne 
Spaniards, but no information is obtainable 
regarding the arrival of the necessary 
transports to remove the remaining 3,500 
persons—troop,% and officials and cheir fam- 
ilies—who are to be sent to Spain. 

The Spanish possession of one-tenth of 
the island, including the capital, which 
can be indefinitely prolonged by Spain's 
failure to furnish transports, manifestly 
causes mutch inconvenience to the Amer- 
icans, who occupy the other nine-cenths, 
as San Juan ts of great value as a main 
point of distribution, 

lf the Spanish do not take effective steps 
to remove the garrison now remaining, the 
formal] delivery of the island to the Amer- 
icans and the raising of ¢he stars and 
Stripes over San Juan will be indefinitely 
postponed, the ceremonies being dependent 
upon the Spanish evacuation. 

It is believed that the American cammis- 
sioners are making a strong effort to bring 
about the completion of che transfer of 
the island to the United States, apprehend- 
ing that acts of violence may be com- 
menced by the islanders if the transfer does 
not take place soon. As to che destruction 
of property in the interior, few reports are 
warranted, 

Four more American regiments and four 
more batteries of artillery will be sent 
home, being replaced by newly . arrived 
troops.

ALABAMA’S SCHOOL SYSIEM. 


Suggestion of an Additional Tax for 
Its Improvement. 
Montgomery, Ala., October 8.—(Special.)— 
Alabama's public school system, while it is 
heing improved a little every year, is by no 
means satisfactory to the people of the 
state and patriotic citizens are trying hard 
ta devise some means to materially im- 
prove it. Chairman Gilbert, of the Lauder- 
dale county educativnal campaign commit- 
tee, has offered a suggestion which is being 
very favorably discussed by the press of 
the state. His plan is to cal] upon the 
legislature to enact a law providing for 
the levy and collection of an additional 
tax of one-fourth of 1 per cent, the pro- 
ceeds to be applied to the public schools in 
addition to the $1,000,000 already appropriat- 
ed to them by the state. The addPtional 
tax burden would not be great and it would 
fal} on those who are able to bear it, for 
the poor would not suffer by it. A man 
who now pays $3 taxes for instance, would 
have to pay only $3.30, and one who 
pays $300 taxes would have to pay $330. The 
additional tax would enable the public 
schools to remain open six months in the 
year, instead of three months, as at pres- 
ént». The suggestion appears to meet with 

popular favor throughout the state.

President Kruger Has Ordered Brit- 
_ ish in Transvaal To Join His 
‘ Army Against the Rebels. 


London, October 8.—The marquis of Salis- 
has returned to his duties at the for- 
eign office in an unusually dogged mood, a 
complete antithesis of his ordinary gentle 
treatment of the officials. He was extreme- 
ly disgruntied at the way official matters 
concerning China and Fashoda have been 
coming out, although publicists of all 
shades of opinion have been bitterly com- 
plaining at the ‘almost complete ignorance 
in which the country has been left re- 
Specting all foreign questions. This was 
especially the case with Fashoda, and it 
bred want of confidence in the government 
among its own supporters, which has been 
amply demonstrated by the daily outcry of 
the conservative press against the climb- 
down upon the part of Great Britain, which 
they evidently foresee. 

The reversed order of things in China 
has also been a theme for lamentations at 
the marquis of Salisbury’s 
ness. The dispatch of Cossacks with field 
euns to guard the Russian legation at Pek- 
ing, in addition to marines sent by the other 
embassies, is considered significant. The 
British premier, however, seems to realize 
that trouble is brewing in the east, as large 
quantities of war stores are going to Hong 
Kong, while the first-class cruiser Terrible 
has been ordered to join her sister ship 
the Powerful on the China station so soon 
@s small repairs are completed. These crul- 
gers are the largest in the world. 

Disquieting riews from the Transvaal has 
reached the British foreign office. Presi- 
dent Kruger has commanded British sub- 
jects in the Transvaal to join the Burgher 
force sent against the rebellious chief, Ma- 
feu, who is preparing for battle on a large 
ecale. All the roads in northern. Trans- 
vaal are held by armed Kaffirs and the 
Boers are likely to have a difficult task. 

President Kruger has the letter of the 
Jaw on hie side in ordering British subjects 
in the Transvaal to join the . Burgher 
forces, but the British declare they will 
refuse to fight for the Boers while they 
wre disfranchised. 

Kaiser Wants Asia Minor. 

The political size of Emperor William's 
wisit to Palestine is attracting close atten- 
tion here. Germany, for the past twenty 
years, has had her eye on Asia Minor as 
her share of the spoils when the Ottoman 
empire collapses, and the Ottoman emperor 
@/ince the Cretan trouble has obtained a 
strong foothold in that part of the world. 
The Germans have obtained railroad, land 
and other concessions in Asia Minor and 
are generally showing a disposition to set- 
tle there permanently. The English news- 
papers express the conviction that Emperor 
William’s idea is to foster this German set- 
tiement, and when Turkey collapses, Ger- 
many will justly claim a slice of Asia Mi- 
nor, from the Aegean sea to Arabia, where 
there is room for 10,000,000 German emi- 
grants, who would otherwise go to the 
United States or to British colonies. 

The Spectator points out that Emperor 
William’s first idea wf Germanizing the 
Transvaal, South Brazil and parts of Af- 
rica failed. The project failed in South 
Brazil owing to the dread in Berlin that 
it might lead to war with America. The 
Spectator adds: 

“If, however, America had been para- 
Syzed with a European war, as seemed for 
ea few hours possible during the Venezue- 
lan dispute, German cpportunity would 
have arrived. The question of the possi- 
bility of permission to acquire, Cuba met 
‘with an angry negative and we have little 
aiqubt Washington has been asked to con- 
ciliate Germany with a share in the Phil- 
ippine islands.”’ 

The Spectator concludes with remarking: 

“Emperor William's frequent change of 
object accounts for his non-success, while 
his efforts in different directions have 
rouced or are arousing the sleepless dis- 
trust of Great Britain, Russia ana the 
United States.”’

How He Got Even with Cherokee Free- 
booters. 


EARLY SETTLERS FAR APART 


While on the Chase After an Indian 
Band. 


THE LATTER ATTACKED A SCHOOL 


Children Watch the Butchery of Their 
Teacher in Terror—‘Indian Jim” 
Rids County of Redskins. 


Cordele, Ga., October 8.—(Special.)—A few 
years ago there died in this county an old 
man by the name of James Brown. 

Throughout this section he had been 
known for nearly sixty years ag ‘Indian 
Jim.’ Tall, angular and brawny, he had, 
till the day of his death, that vigor of 
mind and body which suggests the pioneer 
and the man of adventure. He was one of 
Dooly county’s earliest settlers, and the 
story of his Indian killing experience is a 
thrilling one. The story was told by Judge 
T. A. Musselwhite, who is himself one of 
Dooly's oldest and most respected citizens. 
He was a boy when the scenes which he 
describes were enacted, but they were 
indelibly inscribed on his memory and he 
talks about them in an interesting man- 
ner. 

“My father settled near where I now 
live, in the eastern part of this county,” 
said Judge Musselwhite, ‘‘in 1835. His near- 
est neighbors wére James Brown and Mack 
Wade. Tom Cobb lived seven miles north 
of our home, while to the west, where 
Cordele is now situated, was a farm owned 
and cultivated by old Granny Collins. 

“All kinds of wild yarmints, deer, tur- 
keys, etc., roamed the woods at will. It 
was a wild country in every sense of the 
The pine forests had searcely been 
touched, except here and there, where a 
little farm had been cleared. The people 
were compelled to rely on their individual 
resources for the protection of their lives 
and property. There were no regular tribes 
of Indians living in this section, but roam- 
ing tribes frequently paid their respects to 
the settlers and kept them in a constant 
state of dread. 

“All through the fall and winter of 1835-36 
the Indians came from the Cherokee na- 
tion and wandered through the country, 
killing game, which they packed on their 
ponies and carried home. Not satisfied 
with thp freedom of the woods, where they 
obtained more than they needed to eat with 
scarcely any exertion, they finally began 
to stea] stock and cattle from the whites, 
and do other serious mischief. The war 
department was appealed to, but the wilds 
of south Georgia were a long way from 
the seat of government, and while the set- 
tlers were waiting for relief from this 
source the depredations did not Jet up, but 
rather increased. 

“Finally the government issued a procla- 
mation allowing citizens to protect their 
property by toree of arms. ‘the news of

‘James Brown, Mack Wade and Richard 
Story oue morning Mmoulteu their horses 
and began te sSeareh ror whe miscniei- 
makers, They Kept a sharp lo0KOUI, as 
they Knew tne Indians were a siy set and 
woula not be caught witnoult great Cau- 
tion. ‘aney kAnew, lOO, hal an exchange 
or shots with the cruel red men would De 
a hazardous unaertaking. But they were 
willing to risk immediate danger ratner 
tnan contenad with the ever .ncreasing 
recklessness of the Cherokee outlaws. 

“Cautiously they rode througn the set- 
tlement until tney at last surprised an In- 
dian in the act of carrying away one of 
my father’s hogs. 

‘They were men of steady nerve and de- 
termined will. They did not hesitate, but 
brought their old Hint and steel guns to 
their shoulders and fired. The Indian's 
body was struck by the discharge from 
Brown's gun and he fell to the ground 
dead. The men took the Indian’s gun, 
shawl and tin cup and left him lying where 
he fell as a warning to his comrades. ‘The 
body was found and buried by the Indians 
that night. 

“lhe three men did not waste time. 
Fearing a massacre, they rode through the 
settlement and related what had happened. 
By the next morning about thirty men 
had guthered together and it was decided 
{o hunt the Indians and run them away 
from the community, This was easier said 
than done. The Indians could not be 
found.and it was believed by many that 
they had gone back to the lands of the 
Cherokees. 

“Rut the tesrible tragedy which oc- 
curred at home while the men were away 
looking for the Indians opened their eyes 
to the fact that poor Lo belongs to the 
most revengeful and cruel race in the 
world. 

“At this time my father employed an old 
man by the name of Whitney to teach 
school. The schoolhouse was about a quar- 
ter of a mile from where we lived. My 


ina were the only attendants of the school. 
No one -was left to protect our two fam- 
ilies except this old man, who was a crip- 
ple and helpless. About 12 o'clock of the 
second day after the departure of the 
searching party, while the children were 
going home for dinner, they heard the 
cries of the old teacher behind them. 

“ ‘Come here! Come here!’ they thought 
he sald. and my okler brother and a cous- 
in ran back to see what was the matter. 
As they got closer to the schoo] house, 
however, they giainiy heard the teacher 
crying: 

“ ‘Take care! 

“The boys stood still and their hearts 
froze within them as they saw three In- 
dians rapidly approach the old man and 
shoot him down. The Indians then shot 
two dogs which were the faithful compan- 
tons of the old man and his friends to 
the last. Fearing that their death-dealing 
work had not been well enough done. or 
acting upon an impulse of cruélty, they 
stabbed the teacher seven times in the 
throat and left him. 

“Ae soon as the children reported what 
they had seen the two families fled from 
their homes and hid in a swamp a mile and 
a half away. We were. greatly relieved 
when abont sunset the nartv of Tndian 
hunters returned. The body of the teach- 
er was buried next day and the men con- 
tinued their search for the Indians, but 
without success. The Indians were’trailed 
some distance north, but were never seen 
afterwards 

“After that the country began to be set- 
tled un and conditions grew better. and 
from then until now this old county has 
grown and prospered in peace.’’

AMERICANS NOW : 
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Germany Inclined to Stronger Friend- 
ship for United States. 


PAPERS PRAISE GOVERNMENT 


Kaiser’s People Now Declare United 


States Should Annex Philippines. 
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EMPEROR HAS A REPORT ON WAR 


Situation in the Empire Shows a High- 
er Appreciation of American Peo- 
ple Than Before the War. 


Berlin, October 8.—There has been a great 
change in German public opinion on the 
subject of the retention of the Philippine 
islands by the United States. The feeling 
toward America generally is much more 
favorable than a couple of months ago. 

The news from the United States that 
the government at Washington fs geripusly 
contemplating*~ holding the Philippine 
islands is commented upon dispassionatel) 
in the German press, and it is significant 
that this weck two papers of such apne 
ing as the Kolnische Zeitung and the 
Vossische Zeitung have published long reel 
ters from German mercaants settled in the 
Philippines, in which American annexation 
is strongly advocated. 

A correspondent of the Vossische Zeitung 
vigorously. combats Germany making any 
attempt to secure a portion of the islands. 

Another significant fact this week was 
that a delegation representing German and 
German-Swiss firms in ‘the Philippine 
islands called at the United States embas- 
sy to express hepes that America would 
not relinquish the islands and above all not 
return them to Spain, which, the delega- 
tion claimed, would mean a recurrence of 
the revolution and the perpetuation of com- 
mercial troubles The delegation also asked 
if it might go to Paris and lay its views 
before the United States peace commis- 
sion. The United States ambassador here, 
Mr. White, advised the delegation. not to 
do so. Mr. White does not anticipate Ger- 
man interference, directly or indirectly, 
even if the United States insists upon 
retaining the whole of the archipelago. 

Privy Councilor Schwartzenstein, former- 
ly of the German embassy at Washington, 
declares Germany does not dream of put- 
ting obstacles in America’s way. 

White Confers with Von Buelow. 

Mr. White had a long conference on 
Wednesday last with the German minister 
of foreign affairs, Baron von Buelow. 

The imperial government last winter, 
goaded by the agrarians, drew up a bill to 
regulate the inspection of American meat 
exports. The bill practically meant the 
death of the American meat trade. and 
luckily, it could not be made ready for 
Production in the reichstag before that 
body adjourned. Since then the situation 
has changed. The charges against Amer- 
ican meats have invariably proved to be 
groundless, so that the violent press at- 
tacks have ceased. The government, 
therefore, has considerably modified the 
bill, which is now ‘much less Stringent, but 
some of its provisions are still highly prej- 
udicial canned meats and sausages. [t 
Is expected the measure will be introduced 
into the reichstag soon after its convening 
next month, The entire right ang a ma- 
jority of the centrists favor the measure, 
So its passage is virtually assured: 

Mr. White has again taken up the cause 
of the American insurance companies, 
which have been forbi¢den to do business 
in Prussia. 

Ccunt Von Goetzen’s report of the Cuban 
war operations is in the hands of the in- 
ister of war. It is deemed confidential. The 
emyeror has carefully read it. Von Goect- 
zen first made a verbal report to the em- 
peror, who spdcially inquired as to ihe 
morals of the Americans, the difference he- 
tween the regulzrs and the volunteers, the 
commissariai and medical arrangements 
and the relative courage and spirit of the 
Americans. Since then his majesty has put 
many personal questions to the count. 
The latter, in the main, reported favorably, 
dwelling particularly on the dash and valor 
of the Americans, the superiority of the 
Mauser rifle and the poor generalship dis- 
played on both sides. The former German 
military attache at Washington also se- 
verely condemned General Toral’s surren- 
der of Santiago de Cuba. 

Kaiser Hears of American Patriotism. 

Dr. Von Hdlleben, the German ambasgsa- 
dor to the United States, supped with tne 
emoverer yesterday evening, and dilated up- 
on the. patriotism and war fever of the 
American people. His majesty repeatedly 
expressed astonishment. 

Dr. Miguel, the minister of finance, and 
vice president of the council of ministers, 
through the Politische Nachrichten, has 
issued a denial of the newspaper statements 
to the effect that the recent epidemics of 
sickness in a number of German regiment? 
were due to American meats. He also de- 
nied that 150 cases of trichinosis at Sanders 
Lebr, near Beinburg, were caused by 
American pork. Al] the cases, he pointed 
out, were due to home-grown pork. 

At the socialists’ annual conference at 
Stuttgart this week, Herr Liebknecht, made 
a speech in which he declared the sovialist 
party was the only one capabie of freeing 
the world from anarchism and war. He 
further iassefted that Prince Bismarck, 
“who had more power than any man since 
Napoleon, was smashed by ‘the socialists,” 
Herr Liebknecht added significantly: 

“And after we have overcome Bismarck, 
there there is now no opponent we fear.”’ 

The speech of Emperor William her ilding 
the anti-strikes bill furnished materia] for 
inflammatory speeches, 

The proceedings of the socialists’ con- 
gress brought out clearly the development 
of the socialists into a parliamentary party 
of practical reform. A feature of the con- 
gress was the prominent part taken by the 
working delegates, whose speeches in nearly 
every case were of a revolutionary char- 
acter. They scouted compromisory caution. 

A semi-official denial has been issued 
of the statement that the emperor expects 
to postpone his journey to Palesttne. 

Knaeckfuss, the well-known painter, and 
Salstemann, the marine painter, accompany 
the party, as will the oriental artist Israel] 
Goentz. 

The latest item on the emperor’s pro- 
gramme is a religous ceremony on the 
Mount of Olives on October 30th. 

The imperial party will number 128 per- 
sons, the horses and mules will total over 
8,000 and a thousand Turkish troops will 
escort their majesties. It is reported here 
that the North German Lloyd Steamship 
Company intends to extend its East Asiatic 
service to Manila. 
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Maxim Charged with Bigamy. 
New York, October 8.—Hiram S. Maxim, 
the inventor of rapid fire guns, was ar- 
rested last night in loughkeepsie, N. Y., 
on warrants for bigamy and abandonment. 
He says that the whole thing is a black- 
mailing scheme.

The Money in the Bank. '‘ 

Mr. Peters asked Mr. Amorous what he 
would be willing to pay for the use of the 
bridge. Mr. Amorous stated he would reply 
when he-was granted the franchise. Mr. 
Lumpkin asked if the Atlanta Railway 
company had the money to build its new 
lines. . 

“We have got the money in the bank 
right now,” replied Mr. Amorous. “I had 
our banker here yesterday to answer that 
statement, which I knew would come up, 
for it is an 6ld trick that has been at- 
tempted on my company before. I have got 
just as much money to build the extensions 
asked for as the Consolidfted. We are no 
paper concern. Our company was the only 
one ever commended by a resolution in 
counci] for the manner in which it treated 
its employees.

“Our conductors,” said Mr. Woodruff, ‘‘al- 
ready have instructions to separate the 
two races @ much as possible.

Rent for.the Viaduct. 

Mr. Lumpkin-askéd Mr. Woodruff what 
he was willing to pay for the use of the 
viaduct. Mr. Woodruff replied it was not 
necessary to state what he would pay, as 
he was willing to comply with the ordinance 
in this respect. 

Mr. Woodruff then referred to his Jones 
avenue line, claiming he had used it for 
four or five years. Mr. Amorous made the 
point the Consolidated had not used the 
line since the bridge had been built. Mr. 
Woodruff acknowledged this was true. 

“Well, we are not talking about ancient 
history,” said Mr. Amorous. 

Mr. Woodrvcff explained that his com- 
pany was not abie to pay the bridge tax 
out of the revenue received from the Jones 
avenue line and that was why it had been 
discontinued. He would make a circuit 
from the Jones avenue line to the new 
franchise, if granted, however, and trans- 
fer in this section of the city.

IMPROVEMENT BEGINS SOON 


Repairs on Piedmont Park. Buildings 
Will Be Arranged by a Special 
Quartermaster. 

* The three volunteer regiments ordered. 
to Atlanta for winter encampment will 
probably be placed at Piedmont park, ac- 
cording to Colonel Hall, and the improve- 
ments on the buildings which have been 
suggested to the war department will prob- 

ably begin in the next few days. 

The improvements necessary for the com- 
fort of the troops will require two or three 
weeks to be completed, and it is uncertain 
whether the government will wait for this 
work to be done before ordering the sol- 
diers to Atlanta or not. 

Colonel Simpson, quartermaster of the 
department of the gulf and the chairman 
of the board appointed to inspect the 
grounds and buildings at Piedmont park 
with the view of estimating the cost of 
the necessary repairs, sald yesterday that 
nothing of an official nature had been 
heard from Washington with reference to 
the troops coming to Atlanta. He said: 

“This department has not been instruct- 
ed-to undertake the work of repair on the 
buildings and I presume 4 quartermaster 
connected with one of the three regiments 
ordered here will be detailed to come to 
this place ahead of his command-and make 
arrangements to do the work.” 

In the report of the first board of:in- 
spection appointed by General Pennington 
to inspect Piedmont park, it was suggest- 
ed that no troops be sent to camp here un. 
til every bit of the work of repair and 
improvement had been completed.

LARGE SUM TO BE CONTRIBUTED 


Monument Will Be Gift to People of 
France from the School Chilcren 
of America—It Will Be Un- 
veiled on July 4, 

1900. 


OCTOBER 19TH HAS’ BEEN NAMED 
as LaFayette Dayand as such will be ob- 
served in every city in the United States. 
The governor.of each state has already, 
Or wil] soon, issue a proclamation naming 
October 19th as LaFayette Day, and ask- 
ing that it be properly observed through- 
out the state. Governor Atkinson will 
probably issue a proclamation on the sub- 
jJect Monday. 

The observance of LaFayette Day will 
be an event of considerable importance, 
and the exercises which will be held in 
every school and college in this country 
will be interesting. The naming of this 
day is especially for the benefit of the 
schoo} children of America, that they may 
gather at one and the same time and honor 
the memory of the famous General La- 
Fayette, who figured so prominently in the 
early history of America. 

The day is named at the request of the 
special LaFayette memortal commission, 
organized by the United States commis- 
sioner genera] to the Paris exposition, and 
as a result of the warm and persona) rec- 
Ommendation of President McKinley. 

The object of the celebration is to have 
exercises Of a patriotic nature held in 


every educational institution in the coun- | 


try, recalling the dajvs of the early strug- 
gle for jiberty of the United States and 
the connection of General LaFayette with 
this struggle. At the same time contribu- 
tions will be made by the students and 
children to the fund which ‘is to erect a 
monument to the gallant hero’s memory, 
this monument to be presented to the peo- 
ple of France by the school children of the 
United States. 

The plan of the commission met with a 
hearty and enthusiastic approval] from all 
sections as soon as it was announced, and 
reports from the headquarters of the com- 
mission are to the effect that few under- 
takings have had such great assurance of 
being so gloriously and successfully car- 
ried out. ’ 

School authorities in every part of tlie 
United States have taken the matter up 
with patriotic enthusiasm, and there is 
not a schoo} house in the country, how- 
ever small, where the children will not 
gather on the day mentioned and do the 
patriot honor and contribute their grate- 
fu] portion to the fund which 1s to per- 
petuate his memory. 

There is not a school boy or school girl 
in America Whoa does not and who has not 
admired the gallant aid which the then 
young Frenchman gave to the leaders of 
the struggle. 

His memory has at all times been dear 
to Americans, and during the Nfe of thier 
great general the was signally honored by 
thig nation. On several occasions he was 
horvred by congress and his visit to 
America Was an event of signa! import- 
ance. 

His Grave Scarcely Marked. 

The body of General LaFayette lies in 
the graveyard of the convent of the Petit 
Picpus. In this small cemetery nearly 1,590 
victims of the guillotine were buried in- 
ciscriminately. The resting place of TLa- 
Fayette is generally unknown and forgot- 
ten and is marked only by a plain granite 
slab. Beside this grave is that of his wife 
who wished to be buried there. 

It is entirely appropriate that the monu- 
ment should be erected out of funds given 
for the purpose by the children of- the 
United States and that the monument 
which will mark the resting place and per- 
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celebrat® United States day at the Paris 
exposition. 

It is the intention of the commission that 
the cost of the undertaking, which is ¢s- 
timated at a quarter of a miilion dollars, 
shal) be defrayed by small contributions 
sé&ured through the agency of the school 
children of America. 

The dedication of this monument secared 
through the efforts of the young people of 
“America will be one of the most important 
events during the Paris exposition and will 
make conspicuously resplendent United 
States day at the exposition, The monu- 
ment will'go as a direct gift.to the people 
of France from the school children of this 
country and will forever mark the now 
neglected resting place of General LaFay- 
ette. The unveiling of the monument will 
be participated in by all nations and will 
be an occasion long to be remembered. 

The LaFayette Memorial Commission, 
which has asked that October 19th be ob- 
served in every school district throughout 
that land as LaFayette day, !s composed of 
thirteem prominent men from different 
parts of the country. The commission is 
composed of the following gentlemen: Hon. 
Ferdinand W. Peck, honorary president, 
Hon. Alexander H. Revell, vice president; 
Hon. William R. Day, secretary of state; 
Hon. William B. Allison, United States 
senator, Iowa; Hon. Melville E. Stone, gen- 
eral manager Associated Press; John Ww. 
Mackay, president Commercial Cable Com- 
pany; Rev. Edward Everett Hale, Boston, 
Mass.: Frank Thomson, president Pennsyl- 
vania railroad: Dr. W. T. Harris, United 
States commissiorer of education; Hon. 
Charles A. Collier, mayor of Atlanta, Ga.; 
Archbishop Ireland, St. Paul, Minn. 

This commission has charge of the mat- 
ter of the erection of the monument and 
the funds donated by the school children 
will be sent to it. The monument will be 
a magnificent work of art and will be 
commemorative of the great man whose 
grave it is to mark. 

Celebration of LaFayette Day. 

It is proposed that. appropriate exercises 
be held in every school in the United States 
on the day named. The details of the pro- 
grammes will be prepared by the teachers, 
but it Is expected that the principal subject 
will be the struggle of this nation for lib- 
erty and the history of the aid given by 
General LaFayette will form one of th? 
principal features. This is one of the most 
interesting portions of the early history of 
this country and is known to the-school 
children. 

General LaFayette came to America at 
the age of nineteen, giving up all his pros- 
pects of wealth and high position in France 
to come to the aid of this country when 
it was struggling for Hberty, and that in 
its very darkest hour. He started out When 
the report was received in Europe of great 
American losses and reverses and English 
victories. In spite of the direct order of the 
French king and protests of wealthy rela- 
tives and royal friends, and notwithstand- 
ing arrest and delay, he set sail for Amer- 
ica with eleven picked companions, where 
he foug’ht until American liberty was won. 

This portion of history will be gone over 
on LaFayette day and the deeds of the 
gallant general will be commemorated in 
this manner. The board of education of 
Atlanta has taken action directing the 
teachers in the public schools to ‘hold exer- 
cises.on this day and similar action will 
be taken in all other cities. 

President McKinley is greatly interested 
in the plans of the LaFayette memo:tal 
commission and the following letter to the 
viee president of the commission gives his 
views on the subject: 

“Executive Mansion, Washington, Sep- 
tember 17. 1898. My Dear Sir—Your letter 
in behalf of the LaFayette memorial com- 
mission has greatly interested me and I 
have read with much satisfaction the plans 
already outlined for the proposed monu- 
ment to the memory of the great soldier 
and patriot. 

‘The undertaking is one in which I am 
sure it will be considered a privilege ww 
participate, and the idea that the students 
in the schools, colleges and universities 
shall take a prominent part in this tribute 
will not only be of vast educational value 
as one of the most important epochs in 
history, but will keep prominently before 
them the inspiration of a high ideal, of 
devotion to principles and of the public 
recognition paid to lofty purposes. 

“General LaFayette was but a young man 
when he espoused the cause of liberty and 
independence, overcoming wel: nigh insur- 
mountable obstacles to do so. It is alto- 
gether fitting, therefore, that the youth of 
America should have a part in this testi- 
monial to his goodness and greatness. 

“IT am glad to note that your committee 
has fixed a date when our people, in every 
part of the country, may testify their in- 
terest in this proposed monument and their 
determination that the movement already 
begun shall achieve the greatest success, 
Very sincerely yours,

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NDUSTRY IN GEORGIA 


By Dr. Joseph Jacobs, of Atlanta, in The 
Druggists’ Cirevlar and QGhemical Ga- 
zette, 

I have thought that our association, in 
this. section especially, might profitably 
from year to year devote some of its time 
to the consideration of some of the indus- 
tries that produce the articles that form 
or which might form the subject matter of 
the drug trade, directly or indirectly. 

In the present paper I shall endeavor to 
give some account of the cotton seed oil 
industry, confining the. statistical portion 
of the article matnly to my own astate, 
Georgia, as this is one of the typical 
Southern states, anf what is said in that 
connection is measurably true of the other 
southern states of our union: though the 
industry is by no means confined to the 
south, 

While the southern states of our country 
now principally supply the world with 
cotton, the cultivation of the plant is not 
at all confined to that section. Egypt, 
India, Australia, portions of Qhina and 
many of the states of South America, as 
well as many of the islands of the seas, 
cultivate the variety of the gossypium plant 
known by the common English name “cot- 
ton.” 

There are some who suppose that 
the use of cotton as a material) for 
fabrics began with the introduction 
of slavery in this country. but the 
history of the plant shows that many of 
the ancient nations were skilled im the 
weaving of cloths from this fleece of the 
fields. and authoritative writers state that 
long before the Christian era the older 
peoples of the east could weave it into 
filmy fabrics of far more delicate texture 
than even those of the finest of this day. 

It is said that the value of the seed known 
to the ancients was both in the oil and the 
meal: that the oil was used, but not for its 
edible purposes, and that the crushed seed 
were fed to their cattle. The Chinese, it is 
related, expressed the oil from cotton seed 
at least 500 years before the Christian era. 

In Engiand there are now aboui twenty- 
five oil mills in operation, consuming prin- 
cipaily black seed of the sea island plant 
transported in ships from Egypt, and the 
Ho'landers are perhaps as largely engaged 
in the industry. The oil has been made in 
those countries for many years. 

The superiority of the oil made in our 
southern states is due partly to the fact 
that the seeds can be. secured fresh from 
the fields, near the oil plants, whereas in 
Kngland and Holland some months are 
often required to bring them over in sali- 
ing vessels. Besides, the English and Hol- 
land oil is not so clear as ours, because the 
seed there treated is Egyptian or Indian, 
and is not decorticated, owimg to tne diffi- 
culty of picking it. Our cotton seed parts 
with its fiber more readily, and ii every 


pleasant, and it is stated it can be used 
With success in fattening stock.” 

In the patent office reports, 1855, page 234, 
can be found ‘‘Some Chemical Researches 
On the Seed of the Cotton Plant,’’ by Pro- 
fessor Charles T. Jackson. He refers to a 
patent taken out by D. W. Mesner for 
separating the “hulls” from the cotton 
seed. Analyses are given of the oil, the 
seed, the cake, etc. Professor Jackson em- 
ployed ether to separate the fixed oil, and 
it was found that 100 pounds of the dried 
pulverized seed gave 4 per cent of pure, 
fatty oil. The specific gravity of the oil 
is given as 0,923, which, he gtates, is that 
of pure whale oil.

The Colored American, published in 
Washington, D. C., under the management 
of E. E. Cooper, and one of the leading 
papers published in this country by 4 
colored man, had in its last issue the 
pictures and brief histories of Colonels 
Judson W. Lyons, register of the treasury;

“He first took up Hoffman's indictment 
that we are dying out on account of dis- 
eases contracted by immoral conduct, 
badly ventilated homes and poor hyg enie 
arrangements, and feed the following de- 
murrer: 

““*We are all of one race, colored and 
White. There is no difference; we have no 
peculiar race traits. Abraham Lincoln 
freed 4,000,000 of siaves, and today, after 
thirty-five years, we number near- 
ly 9,000,000, Six hundred babies’ are 
born every day. These are the 
white man’s figures, not ours. Mr. 
Hoffman claims he is a German and has 
no prejudices, but no matter from what 
country a Man comes, as soon as he comes 
to this country he imbibes American pre- 
judice.’ 

‘He next handled the count laid against 
us th&t our record shows an increase iy 
crime, and proved that the laws were ma- 
n:pulated to produce such an effect, when 
the circumstances were really trivial. 
Said he: 

***Colored men steal a chicken or a mule, 
and get ten and twenty veurs in the peni- 
tentiary. White man robs a bank, but is 
charged with irregularities, and after he 
has served a few vears he is turned loose 
as the ends of justice have been subserved. 
A negro steals u rope with a mule on 
end of it; a white man steals a railr 
with a whole city at the end wf it. 
do not know how to steal systematic: 

“To the charge of one Thorne, 
Washington Post and other narrow viewed 
agencies that we are lazy, shiftless, etc., 
he replied warmly: 

‘“‘*The negro shiftless! Go over Mis ex- 
hibit— 350.000 homes paid for and 70.00 
mortgaged homes, which will be paid for 
within the next three yvears.

The time 
will ¢ome when the present fsolation of 
individual libraries is abolished and every 
library in.the state will be reclassified and 
catalogued on modern ideas, which will 
make them uniform in essential matters 
of administrative detail. At present there 
is not a well equipped mode! library in 
the state, and each is struggling with 
errors that might have been avoided if 
there had been any sort of co-operation 
among the boards of directors, librarians 
and others in authority.’’ 

Miss Wallace then spoke of the impera- 
tive need of a course of library traini 
for those who occupy the position of l- 
brarian, and she referred to several in- 
Stitutions of learning in the north which 
make this study an important part of their 
curriculum. ‘‘There are very few 
ans in Georgia,’’ she said, ‘‘who have 
studied the subject sufficiently to know 
how to fulfill all the requirements of their 
position, and this incomplete knowledge of 
their profession causes confusion not only 
to themséives but to their subscribers. 
They cannot teach the children who come 
to them for aid how to help themselves 
by showing them the proper way to find 
the needed references, for the librarians 
themselves have not acquired the art; and 
much harder is it’ for them to deal with 
the older people, for children learn much 
more quickly how to work for themselves 
in the library than do their elders. 

“The next generation,’ continued Miss 
Wallace, ‘‘will be much more learned 
than the present in the art of using what 
the library offers, for the children of today 
are being taught how to help themselves 
in their researches, and they are apt pu- 
pils in this study. Had We as little diffi- 
culty in teaching the grown people what 
they need and what they wish, our tasks 
would be considerably lessened.’’ 

The state convention to.be held this 
month will consider all the improvements 
in library work which have been intro- 
duced recently and will discuss the plans 
for the reception of the National Library 
Association, which will convene here in 
May. There will be one public meeting 
on the night of October 27th, at which 
prominent citizens will be present. The 
other sessions also will be held at~-the li- 
brary, and the programme will consist of 
informal discussion of practical library 
subjects. A special feature of the conven- 
tion will be the college library. Dr. Mc- 
Pherson, of the state university; Professor 
W. H. Stone, of Emory, and Professor 
‘Mosely, of Mercer, will represent their 
respective colleges.

‘‘Need of Library Training for Librarians.”’ 
Miss Frierson, of the ‘university library; 
Miss Hargrove, of the Rome library; Miss 
Munford, of Cartersville, will tell of the 
work being done in their libraries. 

Mrs. Enoch Calloway, of LaGrange. 
whose successful establishment of a §li- 
brary in LaGrange is a monument to her 
energy and good work, wil] tell “How to 
Advertise a Library.”’

The Saturday ‘Review To Be 
Edited by Julia Iverson ‘Paiton. 


Nothing speaks more forcibly for the 
progress of woman in Georgia and the fact 
that woman's strength in journalism is ap- 
preciated than the support that is being ac- 
corded Mrs. Julia Iverson Patton in her 
proposed pub.ication of The Saturday Re- 
view, a weekly paper, to make its first ap- 
pearance in Atlanta the latter part of Octo- 
ber. The many movements being agitat- 
ed by Georgia women in matters of educa- 
tion, philanthropy and reform have devel- 
oped the necestity or a representative 
weekly publication that will assure to all 
women’s organizations in the state ampie 
opportunity to bring before the public in 
detail their workings and results. It is 
the intention of Mrs. Patton, in her paper, 
of which she will be editor-in-chief, to af- 
ford Georgia women a medium through 
which they may be heard in all the move- 
ments that may be of interest to men and 
women alike. Whereas the paper will be 
ed.ted and owned by women and its contri- 
butions to be mainly from the pens of wo- 
men. it will by no means be devoted ex- 
clusively to the interests of the feminine 
world. In an interview with Mrs. Patton 
yesterday, she said, in regard to the scope 
of her paper: “It will embrace matter 
pertaining to the current events of the 
day, and will have a department of inter- 
national, national, state and local politics. 
There will be a department devoted to lit- 
erature, art, music and the drama, and I 
have arranged for a series of letters from 
New York, on the current topics of the 
metropolis. 

“Tl shall endeavor,”’ she continued, “to 
keep my paper up to the best journalistic 
standard, by ‘accepting contributions only 
from the most reliable sources, and where- 
as I wish it to be'a medium for the devel- 
opment of all the interests of women, I 
shall place it in the market, on its merit, 
@s an up to date weekly newspaper.”’ 

When asked what policy her paper would 
pursue in the matter of the great suffrage 
question, Mrs. Patton remarked that she 
would espouse the cause, inasmuch as her 
paper woilld stand for the rights of women 
doing equal work with men _ to receive 
equal wages and that she would work for 
the representation of women on boards of 
education. “These two ‘rights’ of women,” 
she said, “seem to me paramount to all 
others, and the subject will be forcibly 
brought before the public by several of the 
ablest women of Georgia, who have con- 
sented to contribute to The Saturday Re- 
view.” 

Miss John Wesley Walker, who will -be 
business manager of Mrs. Patton's paper, 
was enthusiastic when asked of the suc- 
cess she was making in her department of 
the undertaking. 

“TI have met with great success,” she said, 
“not only in completing the list of stovck- 
holders, but in securing the most liberal 
advertisements and a jarge number of sub- 
scribers. Not only professional and busi- 
ness women seemed to commend as prac- 
ticable and profitable the publication of The 
Saturday Review, but business mén are 
giving the venture their practical indorse- 
ment.” 

Mrs. Patton is a woman who combines 
with her unusual talents as a newspaper 
woman, business ability, since she has for 
the past two years made a reputation for 
herself as a successful insurance agent. 

She is, however, devoted to newspaper 
work, and has determined to throw her 
energies and interests into that field of 
labor. With her ability, her earnestness,

‘Cotton is quoted at 47-8 cents per 
pound and wheat at 60 cents per bushel. 

It was the promise of the republican 
party that if it was given power so that 
the money question might be decided in 
favor of the gold standard, all uncer- 
tainty would pass away, confidence 
would be renewed and prosperity would 
come swooping along as a natural re- 
sult. Advantageous circumstances arose, 
following the success of Mr. McKinley, 
to lend some plausibility to this claim. 
‘With western wheat selling at $1 a 
bushel, followed but a few months later 
by a foreign\war, the certainty was 
felt that the people would forget the 
hard times and that the agencies of re- 
vival would go to work at once. 

The months of summer have passed 
away, the war has become a matter of 
history, and we are now garnering the 
second crop after the advent of Mr. Mc- 
Kinley into power. The result is that 
western wheat, which had been so largely 
boomed owing to a wheat corner and 
providential causes, has gone’ back to 
its normal profitless price, and that cot- 
ton has fallen to low water mark, thus 
thréatening, not only the southern 
planter, but the western wheat grower 
with an indiscriminate ruin in which 
there seems to be nothing ahead for 
the agricultural class but a condition of 
serfdom as hopeless as that which pre- 
vailed in Russia, but without the guar- 
dianship which even the Russian system 
threw around its unhappy agricultur- 
ists. 

The farmers of the entire wheat area 
are now holding mectings pledging 
themselves to hold their grain back, 
and thus attempt to’ raise the price to 
something like a profit. The movement 
has assumed such large proportions that 
the metropolitan press is iforced to give 
it attention, which they denied its twin 
movement in the south when cotton was 
the subject of consideration. It is held 
by the farmers of the west that it costs 
fully 60 cents a bushel to raise“ their 
wheat. Yet the highest price which 
wheat has reached in the Minneapolis 
market has been 63 cents. The average 


price obtained by the farmers through- 


out the wheat growing area has been 
even less than 60 cents, so that these 
growers who were so prosperous under 
the spur of ‘Russian famine two years 
ago are now parting with their prod- 
ucts for less than cost. 

Altogether these two agrarian move- 
ments mean much more than appears 
upon their face. They mean that the agri- 
cultural distress belongs to no. section, 
and that there must be some common un- 
derlying cause for the destitution which 
has come upon the producing classes. 
1t means that these producing classes 


are arrayed against the exactions of the 


single gold standard—not from hostility 
to the legitimate functions of capital, 
but in protest against the pernicious 
legislation which has elevated the one 
at the expense of the other. 

Let it not be assumed in the face of 
these facts that the present ‘decline of 
populism throughout this country means 
any decline in the earnestness of the 
people for redress. It was in their 
very desperation that they broke away 
from the old parties several years ago 


_ and struck out wildly on new lines for re- 


dress which could not come to them in 
such spasmodic efforts. That movement 
has recoiled, and hereafter the toiling 
miillions will recognize the democtét- 
fc party as the only agency through 
which they can obtain their wishes. 
That party which has been the cham- 
pion of the people’s rights ever since the 
formation of this government will con- 
tinue to represent those rights and to 
fight the cause of the oppressed against 
the oppr rs. The masses are stirred 
up as they have never been stirred be- 
fore. In the middle of the McKinley 
administration, from west and south, 
comes the ery of non-productive labor. 
It will not do to turn a deaf ear to the 
pleadings of the men in whose strong 
arms the greatness of our country rests. 

There must be a change; that change 
must be a reform of our financial sys- 
tem, the re-establishment of silver to 
its constitutional function. This alone

Politics in Pennsylvania. 

We note .with pleasure that the Hon. 
Matthew Stanley Quay, senior senator 
in the congress of the United States 
from Pennsylvania, and for many years 
the political dictator of that state, has 
been arrested on a charge of using state 
funds for private gain; has been held in 
bail, and is to be tried at the Novem- 
ber term of the courts in Philadelphia. 
Our gratification is not due to the threat 
that some stigma resulting from this 
action may be placed upon the name 
of Senator Quay, but because the bring- 
ing of a criminal charge against him 
by responsible parties is likely to result 
in a thorough investigation of his ad- 
ministration as Pennsylvania’s political 
boss. Some years ago it was charged 
that Senator Quay had not only used 
state funds for speculative purposes, but 
had, as treasurer of the state, actually 
misappropriated them. 

On the floor of the senate he denied 
the charges, but hg did not accept an 
invitation from a responsible newspaper, 
which reiterated them, to sue for dam- 
ages in libel proceedings. Some por- 
tions of the evidence produced agalnst 
the senator in the preliminary hearing 
before a Philadelphia magistrate go to 
show that ‘Mr. Quay’s confidential agent 
in his financial operations, which were 
apparently on a scale wholly out of pro- 
portion to the salary of a United States 
senator, was Mr. John S. Hopkins, the 
cashier of the People’s National Bank 
of Philadelphia. This bank ‘was a de- 
pository for state funds to the amount 
of more than half a million of dollars, 
and when its ¢apital became impaired 
some few months ago, Mr. Hopkins shot 
himself in the’ head. He was buried, 
and the stockholders of the bank made 
good the impairment. 7 

Among the effects of the dead cashier 
were found letters and telegrams which 
went to show that he had been a party 
to a series of somewhat formidable 
stock speculations in which Senator 
Quay, his son Richard, Former State 
Treasurer fF eywood and a Pittsburg 
attorney named McKee were involved. 
It appears that young Quay, who is 
known to have been his father’s respon- 
sible agent in matters financial as well 
as political, had a habit of needing now 
and then a hundred thousand dollars 
or so, and would touch the People’s Na- 
tional bank for it. There is no evidence 
on record of the financial responsibility 
of either the elder or the younger Quay, 
but their demands on the bank seem to 
have been always gratified, and in the 
post mortem correspondence referred to 
there appears a letter from State Treas- 
urer Hagwood which the political ene- 
mies of the Quay family in Pennsylvania 
think exhibits the reason for the hank’s 
liability. Here is the letter: 

Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 

Treasury ,.Department, Harrisburg, Pa., 

July 31, 189%.—James McManus, Esq., 

President People’s Bank, Philadelphia, 

Pa.—Dear Sir: On Monday we will mail 

you check for $100,000 for credit of com- 

monwealth of Pennsylvania general 
fund, which will make a credit to our 
account of $600,000. The understanding 
is that I am not to draw against any 
part of this $600,000 deposit until the

satisfactory to you the joan of $100,000. 

which you are to make to him next 
week. Very truly yeurs. 
B. J. HAYWOOD, State Treasurer. 

On the surface this would look as 
though the Messrs. Quay employed as 
an asset to their stock plunges’ the 
available money of their state. But the 
senator says that when his trial is call- 
ed he proposes to prove that it is all 
&@ mistake. If he does we will gladly 
print the evidence adduced. If he does 
not, we will print the proceedings just 
as cheerfully. What is needed in Penn- 
sylvania is an honest and unpartisan 
investigation of Mr. Quay’s doings, and 
of the doings of the oligarchy which 
he has built up there. No matter what 
the verdict ig the result will be bene- 
ficial not only to that state, which has 
been in the throes of political delirium 
tremens for so long, but to many other 
states which are verging on the same 
disease. 

That Mr. Quay was an active and per- 


in the face of his many letters and tele- 
grams to Cashier Hopkins, which form 
a portion of the evidence produced in 
the trial of himself and his fellow de 
fenders. In a telegram from his hane- 
some winter home in Florida to the 
dead cashier he says: ‘If you buy and 
carry a thousand Met. for me J will 
shake the plum tree,.”’ The telegram 
bas the magic initials “D, H.” in the 
top line and is signed “M. S. Quay” as 
big as life. The abbreviated word 
“Met.” stands for Metropolitan Traction 
Company, and such an order, involving 
so large an investment of money, would 
scarcely be carried out by any man 
who did rfot feel that he had sufficient 
security to back it up. Yet Cashier 
Hopkins bought the stock, and a few 
days later he bought a thousand shares 
of Sugar on a request from Mr. Quay, 
who modestly coupled with his order 
the desire not to have his name men- 
tioned in the transaction, 

The senator says that all this is per- 
secution and not prosecution. He as- 
servates that the case has been made 
out against him by political enemies, 
and it is due him to point out that the 
evidence introduced has been permitted 
to lie dormant until the eve of his cam- 
paign for re-election to the senate, and 
that it is now brought out by the dis- 
trict attorney of Philadelphia. whose 
ambition to keep himself in offlee Mr. 
Quay recently overturned. But its ef- 
fect in Pennsylvania political affairs is 
bound to be tremendous, and we are

| nel A. K. McClure, the veteran editor | 
of The Philadelphia Times and perpetual 
ring fighter in Philadelphia, that it is 
going to come mighty near to electing 
Dr. Swallow, the independent candidate 
for governor, over the Quay candidate, 
Congressman Stone, for governor.

Swaliow is in politics what Sam Jones 
is in religion, and when he was nomi- 
nated for state treasurer of Pennsyl-.

the republican majority more than a 
hundred thousand votes. His platform 
is the shortest in history. It is “Thou 
shalt not steal.” In view of the recent 
proceedings in court, he ought to add 
another plank to read: “Let there be 
light.” 

On the political stage Pennsylvania 
has always given a continuous perform- 
ance, and just now there is every indi- 
cation that she will wind up the show 
with a grand climax that will disap- 
point none of the audience. .

North Carolina’s Industrial Progress. 


We are not able to congratulate North 
Carolina on the political muddle which 
exists at present in that state, but we 
are able to congratulate her most heart- 
ily on the progress which she has made 
in some directions despite the circum- 
stances which have been well calculated 
to defress her spirits. 

From the figures contained in the 
annual report of the state labor com- 
missioner of North Carolina it appears 
that the fiscal year covered by the re- 
port has been fruitful of good 
results in industrial if not in political 
lines. While the report indicates some 
falling off in the. manufacture of cigar- 
ettes, it shows that the production of 
plug tobacco increased 7,683,000 pounds, 
and that 3,450,000 more cigars “were 
made. This is due in part to {he wide- 
awake enterprise which has character- 
ized the tobacco industry in North Car- 
olina:and in part to the existence of 
the late war, which served to destroy | 
for the time being the tobacco industry 
in Cuba. According to the report before 
us, there were 207 tobacco factories in 
operation f° North Carolina during the 
past fiscal year. These factories gave 
employment at good wages to 16,900 
men, 9,700 women and 5,200 children. 

Next-to the tobacco industry in North 
Carolina comes the cotton § industry, 
which employs almost as many hands 
at equally good wages. Several new 
cotton factories were put up in the state 
during the past fiscal year. We learn 
from this same report that at the time 
when the figures were compiled there 
were in North Carolipa 37 
furniture factories, 126 tanneries and 
96 flour mills. ‘With respect to the 
lumber industry, which is one of the 
most important industries of the state, 
it appears that there were 323 mills 
in operation scattered over forty-six 
counties: The output of these mills for 
the fiscal year aggregated $4,558,280. 

Under better political conditions the 
industrial progress of North Carolina 
during the period covered iby the report 
from which we cite would have been 
much more rapid. Political complica- 
tions have tended to produce demorali- 
gation in all cireles of enterprise 
throughout. the state, and we are. sur- 
prised that any progress whatever could 
have been made under such circum- 
stances. When the political redemption 
of the state is af length accomplished, 
as we hope it soon will be, North Caro- 
lina will be able to show still better 
results.

| SOME AFTERMATHS : 


OF THE ELECTION. 


Perhaps the most jmportant matter 
which the overwhelming democratic ma- 
jority of the new legislature will have to 


}- eonsider will be the proposition to hold a 


constitutional convention, which is certain 
to be introduced in both the house and the 
senate as soon as those bodies are organ- 
ized. For some years exactly similar bills 
have been presented and voted down with 
promptness and dispatch. In the last leg- 
islature there was something of a fight 
made for the measure in the house, Many 
of the more prominent members of the 
minority giving it their active support. 
But it was beaten by the votes of the 
country representatives, who took the po- 
sition that such a convention would cost 
the tax payers of the state more than it 
would be worth. As soon as the economy 
argument was urged against the bil! its 
fate was sealed; for it*came up for consid- 
eration at just the time when the press of 
the state was belaboring the legislature 
for its alleged extravagance. 

This time, however, the conditions gare 
different and the prospects of the proposi- 
tion are much brighter. Many of the 
ablest men who are coming to the legisla- 
ture have already expressed themselves as 
favorable to it, and there is practically no 
populist or republican minority to form a 
nucleus for opposition. The state constitu- 
tion, so the friends of the measure will 
argue, is a patchwork affair, which has 
been so plastered with amendments that 
that original shape and intention has been 
lost. The list of changes that are urged ig 
almost too long to print, but it !s headed 
by several suggestions as to the fixing of 
new and more adequate qualifications for 
suffrage. Both Representative Little and 
Senator Dodson, who will be the presiding 
officers of the new legislature, are in fa- 
vor of the convention.

There will not be even a single populist 
in the senate for the next two years. The 
resul in the twenty-seventh district has 
been in doubt until the election, but the 
returns yesterday gave the verdict to the 
democratic candidate, Hon. John E. Smith, 
over Hon. M. C. Gross, the populist nomi- 
nee. The district is composed of McDuffie, 
Columbla, Lincoln and Wilkes. The popu- 
list majority has been about 800 heretofore. 
This time McDuffie, the home county of 
the candidates and of the Hon. Tom Wat- 
son, was reduced from a populist majority 
of 500 to 190: in Columbia from 600-to 111; 
in Lincoln from 600 to 270, while Wilkes 
gave Mr. Smith a majority of 596, which 
elected him by a majority of 26. |

The Hon. O. B. Stevens, of Terrell coun- 
ty, who will be commissioner of agriculture 
after October 29th, ff not before, has been 
in town for several days, but nobody has 
caught sight of him. This is partially be- 
cause he has kept to thé back streets and 
dark alleys, and partially because he is so 
hun down in health that the many friends 
who knéw him when he was a member of 
the senate a year ago would not recognize 
in the living skeleton that has been dodg- 
ing about the city the robust’ Georgia 
farmer whom they knew so well. He is in 
trouble. Somebody somewhere at some 
time started the rumor that as commis- 
sioner of agriculture he would 
have oodles of patronage to dish 
out, and that he could appoint 
every good democrat in the state to some 
sort of an office without exhausting the 
supply. The report got out that Presi- 
dent McKinley in selecting war commis- 
sioners would run second to Mr. Stevens, 
and that Georgia might be compelled ‘to 
annex Ohio and Michigan, in which states 
all men of voting age are required to hold 
office, in order to properly equip her agri- 
cultural department, 

Since these things became current, Mr. 
Stevens has had a popularity thrust upon 
him such as no man ever achieved or was 
born to. He has ‘nad candidates for break- 
fast, lunch, dinner and supper. He has 
had them boiled, stewed, fried, fricasseed 
and barbecued. They bob up in his path 
in the morning and they sleep with him 
at night. They corral him in chureh and 
they round ‘him up at picnics. They come 
to him in person and they send delega- 
tions of friends.

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CURTIS ACT GOES INTO EFFECT. 


Inspector Leaves Washington for In- 
dian Territory at Once. 
Washington, October 8.—The regulations 
for carrying the Curtis Indian Territory act 
into effect in the Choctaw-Chickasaw na- 
tions have been approved by Secretary 
Bliss. Inspector J. George Wright, who is 
to be in charge, will leave for the Territory 

in a few days. 

The janguage of the regulations make it 
the duty of the two trustees controlling 
the mineral leases to receive, examine and 
forward to the inspector in charge all ap- 
plications for lands and on his authority 
to enter jointly into such and ex- 
amine at Jeast once a month the opera- 
tlons of all persons, corporations or com- 
panies operating mines there, so as to as- 
certain the mineral production, royalties 
due, etc. A royalty of not less than 2 cents 
per cubic yard for all sand or gravel de- 
posits; and 10 cents for all stone carried, 
are imposed, along with the minerals spe- 
cifled in the act. 

All royalties shal] be payable in lawful 
United States money to the Indian agent 
Indian Territory, who 
Shall always be under the direction of the 
Indian inspector for Indian Territory. Se- 
lections and rentals of prospective allot- 
ments of lend are to be made before the 
Dawes commission, which is directed to open 
an office in each nation, The other pro- 
Visions are entirely covered by the pro- 
Visions of the act.

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Work on the new hospital buildings to be 
erected at Fort McPherson will begin Mon- 
day morning and it is hoped that the hos- 
pitals will be completed and ready for oc- 
cupancy by the first of next month, 

The plans for the ten buildings offered by 
the Woodward Lambor Company, of this 
city, have been approved by the surgeon 
general at Wasningioa aud workmen will 
begin laying the foundations for the pa- 
vilion hospitals early tomocrow morning. 

A force of men of the Fifth infantry at 
the post was kept busy yesterday removing 
the second row of hospital tents in front 
of the general quarters and by night the 
last of the tents had been taken down and 
packed away. The first row of tents, in 
which several fever patients are still kept 
for lack of room in the main hospital 
buildings, will be kept standing for the 
present and until the pavilion hospitals can 
be completed. 

Much of the ground used for drilling pur- 
poses by the regiment that was stationed 
at the post will be taken up by the new 
buildings and it is probable thatno more 
troops will be sent to garrison the post un- 
til the purposes of the place as a general 
hospital have been accomplished. 

The Third battalion of the Fifth infantry, 
now in camp at Fort McPherson, is not al- 
lowed to use the drill ground for the pur- 
pose of company or battalion drill, as it is 
feared that the maneuvers will disturp the 
patients in the hospital tents and the drill- 
ing that is done by the battalion is gen- 
erally undertaken in the small space in 
front of the shacks. 

Upon the departure of the Third battalion 
for Santiago, which is expected to take 
place before the first of next month, only a 
small number @f men will be detailed ror 
guard duty at the post as a protection to 
the grounds and the hospitais.

ENGLAND TAKES MORE ISLANDS. 


British Warships Planting’ the English 
Flag on New Territory. 
Victoria, B. C., October 8.—The islands 
recently annexed by the British warship 
Goldfinch are said to be the Duff, Cherrick 
and Mitre groups. The Mohawk planted 
the British flag on the Santa Cruz islands, 
the Reef islands and Swallow group. On 
her trip to the latter islands she ran on 

a reef and was considerably damaged. 

The Duff group aumbers eleven islands, 
all thickly inhabited by copper colored na- 
tives. The islands are densely wooded and 
of great fertility. Mitre island is uninhab- 
ited, but Cherrick island has between 500 
and 600 natives on it, the same race as 
the Tiocupians. The whole of the recent 
annexations have been placed under the 
control of Mr. C. M. Woodford, the British 
resident in the Solomon group. 

The island of Motuiti, or Kennedy island, 
which has appeared on the charts since 
the beginning of the century, was searched 
for ins vain by the steamer Mohawk when 
she reached the Santa Cruz islands. No 
island exists anywhere near the position 
assigned. and it is thought the island, like 
Falcon island, also has sunk beneath the 
waves,

ADOPT NEW RULES 


Bar Meeting Held Yesterday Morning 
Approves Work of Committee. 


WAS AMENDED BY ONE VOTE 


ey 


Rules Will Be in Force Until Another 
Revision Is Needed. 


LEAVES OF ABSENCE MUST BE WRITTEN 


Rules Await the Approval of Judge 
Lumpkin and Will Then Be Com- 
pulsory on Lawyers. 


THE MEW RULES RECENTLY PRE- 
pared by a special committee of the Atlan- 
ta Bar Association for the conduct of the 
superior court were adopted at a bar meet- 
ing held in the superior courtroom yester- 


day morning. 

The adoption of the rules provoked much 
discussion and one amendment offered was 
carried by a vote of 46 to 45, being so close 
that there was considerable discussion be- 
fore the result of the vote was satisfactory. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond presided over the 
meeting, which was heid immediately after 
Judge Lumpkin finished the bar call. The 
special committee of the Bar Association 
made its report to the association on Sat- 
urday, October Ist. The new rules as pro- 
posed by it were received, and on motion, 
the rules were laid on the.table for a week 
that the members of the association might 
have an opportunity to consider the rules, 
and before a hasty adoption was made, an 
opportunity to make amendments. 

Yesterday morning the rules were taken 
up. Mr. Preston Arkwright offered an 
amendment to one of the rules asking that 
claim cases be added to the enumeration 
of cases that are to be heard at the first 
term. Mr. Walker offered an amendment 
that dower cases be also added. 

Colonal Hammond put the last amend- 
ment first and it was lost. He offered the 
other amendment proposed by Mr. Ark- 
wright and the vote on this was very close. 
The ayes and nays were called for and the 
amendment was carried by one vote. 

There was one other amendment to rule 
6 of the general rules, and besides these, 
there were no other alterations. 

The rules are now subject to the approval 
of Judge Lumpkin and they become of 
force as soon as he attaches his signature. 
The rules will remain as they stand until 
another revision is needed and the court 
asks that a committee be appointed from 
the bar association for the purpose. The 
rules for the conduct of the court are 
considered of the wreatest value and im- 
portance and great interest was shown in 
the final adoption of the rules yesterday. 

The committee which prepared the rules 
was composed of the ablest attorneys at 
the Atlanta bar and the work is consid- 
ered very excellent.

REV. J. AGAR BEET’S 
LATEST RELIGIOUS BOOK 
Rev. J. Agar Beet, D. D., is. perhaps the 
most distinguished biblical scholar in the 
Wesleyan denomination in England. He is 
not only a man of erudition, but of emi- 
nent piety, and justly honored among his 
brethren. Dr. Beet has recently published 
a book on “The Last Things,” in which he 
teaches the doctrine of conditional immor- 
tality. Dr. Beet’s position may be infer- 
red from the following extract from an 
article of his in The Exposition Times: He 
says: “I readily admit that the advocates 
of what they call ‘conditional immortality’ 
have done good service by exposing the 
baselessness of the popular doctrine of the 
intrinsic and endless permanence of the 
human soul. They have also done good 
service by demanding a reconsideration of 
the whole matter, and by protesting against 
@ thegry long dominant in the Christian 
pulpit, which, as 1 believe, goes far be- 
yond the teaching of holy scripture.”” The 
position of Dr. Beet, as we understand it, 
is essentially that of the late Drs. R. W. 
Dale and Edward White in England and 
many eminent teachers in the United 
States, among whom may be mentioned Mr. 
Beecher. The Wesleyan conference in Eng- 
land has called Dr. Beet to task, and asa 
rezult, he has promised not to publish any 
more.editions of his book and not to teach 
to his students his views concerning con- 
ditional immortality and future punish- 
ment.—The Outlook.

A LOOK AT THEIR FARMS 


Visits to the Araucanians on Their 
| Reservations in Chile. 


HOW GIRLS ARE COURTED AND MARRIED 


The Oldest Woman of the World—Her 
Age Is 130—Queer Customs of 
Death and Birth. 


Temuco, Chile, September 30, 1898.—I ‘want 
© introduce you to the richest, proudest 
and bravest of the Indians of the South 
American continent, the Indians who once 
Owner the greater,part of Chile, and who, 
for three generations, with lances of wood 
and bows and arrows, waged a successful 
war with the Spanish invaders. They kill- 
ed Pedro Valdevia, the man who: founded 
Santiago and then came south to conquer 


them. They destroyed Spanish forts, be- 
sieged Spanish cities and only receded inch 
by inch toward the south, fighting as they 
were forced to jhe rear. When they were 
finally conquered they refused to become 
the slaves and hirelings of their conquerors, 
as did the Indians further north, and today 
they maintain their own identity, owning 
their own lands and looking with = scorn 
upon the descendants of the white-skinned 
invaders who have ro»vbed them of their 
country. I refer to the Araucanians, the 
famous Indian fightets of south Chile. I 
am now writing in the frontier town of 
Temuco, on the edge of one of their reser- 
vations, and 1 have just returned from a 
hand-car trip over a railroad which the 
Chilean government is building through 
their country to open the lands adjoining 
it up to settlement. They have long since 
given up their fight against the whites, and 
the Chilean government is doing what it 
can to civilize them. It has given them 
lands which they are not allowed to sell, 
and it has its Indian schools modeled on 
the same plan a3 those of the United 
States. The progress, however, is not 
great, and the demon of alcohol is slowly 
but surely wiping out what is left of the 
race. There are, it is estimated, only 50,000 
of them left,.and the most of these are scat- 
tered over the hills and valleys of southern 
Chile. 
Among the Araucanians. 

There are many of the Araucanians to be 
seen in Temuco. They come here to trade, 
some on foot, some on horseback, and wo- 
men riding astride, and many in rude ox- 
carts, riding on the loads of wheat, barley 
and other things which they bring in to 
sell. I saw one today on the outskirts of 
the city seated in ‘his cart on two fat hogs, 
Which he was bringing to market, and I 
took a photograph of his pretty daughter, 
who rode on a pony behind. She wore 
heavy flat earrings of silver, each as big 
as the palm of my hand, and upon her 
breast hanging from a silver chain was a 
great plate of a dlamond shape, which 
made a mesical jingle as she trotted by. 1 
afterwards stopped a group of Indian girls 
and made notes of their dress. They were 
‘barefooted, but on their ankles bands of 
silver beads sewed to red cloth. stood out 


against the rosy pink flesh. Some six inches}! 


or more above these came the dress, which 
was merely a bright-colored blanket pinned 
at the shoulders, leaving the arms bare, 
and belted in with silver buckles at 
waist. Several of the girls had a second 
blanket which they wore much like a shawl, 
and which was fastened by a long silver 
pin at the shoulders. The men wear much 
the same dress as their women, save that 
one blanket is belted around the waist, 
whereas the second is worn as a poncho; 
that is, over the upper part of the body,

Better Looking Than Our Indians. 


The Araucanians are of the same race 


family as the North American Indian. They | 


have copper complexions, a trifle lighter 
than those of most of our tribes, high cheek 
bones and straight black hair. The men 
have fittle or no beards. They wear their 
hair cut off even with the neck and coming 
down over the ears. The women wear their 
hair long. It is divided into two braids, 
each wrapped with a strip of red cloth, 
which is sometimes decorated with little 
silver beads. They wind the hair up on 
the top of the skull and let the ends of the 
braids stick out like horns above their 
faces. Sometimes the ends are joined by a 
string of little balls of silver ,and some- 
times the braids hang down the back. 
the men and women are fond of bright 
colors. The women wear quantities of jew- 
elry. Their earrings are always very large. 
They are of many shapes, silver plates as 
big as a playing card, with ear hooks at- 
tached, being common. They wear neck-

laces of silver beads and as much other 
silver in the ehape of breast ornaments as 
they can afford. The men are, as a rule, 
better looking than our Indians and the 
women when young are plump and pretty. 
I see many girls who have rosy cheeks, 
well rounded forms, beautiful eyes and 
teeth and full, ripe, kissable lips. They 
look clean, their feet are small and their 
ankles, I noticed, are very well turned. 
A Visit to an Araucanian Hut. 

These Araucanians have curious customs. 
Many of the richer Indians have two or 
more wives. Each Indian brave keeps his 
several women with him in the same hut, 
the children of the various wives being 
mixed up indiscriminately as long as peace 
prevails in the family. This, however, 1ts 
not always the case. At least, I judge 80, 
for in one of the Indian huts which I vis- 
ited vesterday I found two fires going and 
over each fire one of the husband's two 
wives was cooking, while about each was 
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gathered her own brood of children. The 
hut was of boards, with a low thatched 
roof. It had no door,

skins. ‘The 
roof was of the shape of a ridge and this 
gave room for an attie, which was sepa- 
rated from the ground room by a ceiling of 
poles jet black with smoke. From these 
poles ears of corn. strings of onions, pieces 
of dried meat and bags of other eatables 
hung. 
was littered with farming utensils, 
ing, saddles and harness and a lot of other 
stuff, which made the room look like a 
junk shop. 

At opposite sides of the hut 
like rooms had been partitioned off by 
poles and skins. In each of them was 
a low platform covered with straw and 
sheep skins. 
ters of the different wives, each of whom 
sleeps apart from the other with her chil- 
dren. 

The Oldést Woman in the World. 

In the same hut lived the great-grand- 
mother-in-law of the two women. This 
woman is, I am told, 130 years old. She is 
the oldest person in Chile, and if the rec- 
ords of her family are correct, she is per- 
haps the oldest woman of the world. She 
is a slender little body, not over four feet 
high, and so withered up with age that 
she does not weigh more than fifty pounds. 
With me at the time of my visit to her was 
Herr Otto Kehren, a German connected 
with Don Augustine Balza, the inspector 
general of colonization of Chile, who was 
also of our party. Herr Kehren is one of 
the finest-looking and best formed men I]! 
have ever met. He is over six. feet tall and 
he weighs 25) pounds. I stood him up beside 
the little great-grandmother-in-law and 
made a photograph of the two. The con- 
trast was that of giant and pigmy, of old 
age and youth, of life and death, of dry 
hopes and rosy flesh.

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gevity seemed to me apparent as I looked

Some Dainty Indian Dishes.

Much of their fvod Is 
eaten raw and this is so at times with 
both meal and meat. Raw mutton and beef 
cut up In smal] pieces is one of the chief 
dishes of an Araucanian feast. Red pepper 
is used as an appetizer and raw alcohol 
ip drunken between the courses, They have, 
it is said, a way of taking a living sheep 
and peppering and salting its lungs while 
it is dying. This is done by hanging the 
sheep up by its fore legs and stuffiing 
its windpipe with salt and red pepper. 
While the sheep is gasping under this 
treatment jts jugular vein is skil:ifully cut, 
pulled out and the stream of blood turned 
into the windpipe.

Queer Customs of Birth and Death. 
The Aralicanians tie their 
boards and carry them upon their backs, 
much as our squaws do. The bib‘es are 
tied to the carrying board as soon as they 
are born and are kept fastened there until 
they are old enough to be taught to walk. 
They aré bright-eyed, healthy-looking chil- 
dren and they stand treatment that would 
kill an American baby. Take the birth. for 
instance. When an Araucanian baby is 
expected its mother goes alone {into the 
woods and camps there on the bank of a 
stream until her child is born. After the 
birth has taken place she bathes the baby 
in the brook, then dries it, wraps it up in 
a skin or cloth and ties it to the boarwd. 
She slings it on her bick by a strap or 
rope tied about her forehead and thus ear- 
ries it home. For a year or so thereafter 
she carries the littie about with her 
wherever she goes, taking it to the flelds 
with her when she goes there work. 
They have queer ideas of death. They do 
not believe in the Christian religion, a do 
to a certain extent the descendants of the 
Incas and the other Indians further south. 
The Catho.ic missionaries have worked 
among them with but little success. They 
are like our Indians in their bellef in a 
great father or a great good spirit and an 
evil spirit. These two they think are al- 
ways fighting one another, aind the evil 
spirit is supposed to follow a man even in- 
to the grave.

they try to accustom him to solitude. They 
hang the corpse from the rafters or poles 
inside the hut and for the first day or so 
speak to him frequently. They talk to 
him at their meals and treat him as though 
he were alive. From day to day. however, 
they pay less and less attention to Jhim. 
until they think ne has grown accustomed 
to being alone, when they bury him. Scme- 
times, instead of being hung up, the corpse 
is laid in the little attic on the poles which 
form the celling of the Hving room. How 
decomposition is prevented, if it is pre- 
vented, I do not know, but I should’ think 
the dense smoke which is kept up in these 

'‘ifuts the greater part of the day would 

serve to cure anything, dead or glive. 
The Indian Prophetess. 

In nearly all of these Araucanlan commu- 
nities there is a prophetess or woman 
‘‘medicime man,’’ who is supposed to be ab]« 
to ward off the evil spirit or tell why it 
will not down. The evil spirit is at the 
root of all the Araucanians’ woes. It 
brings bad crops and ts the cause of all 
diseases. At the time of sickness’ the 
prophetess is called in. She goes through 
a lot of incantations and other antics over 
the patient. If he recovers it is solely due 
to her skill, but if not it must be the evil 
spirit who has been led to afflict the sick 
by some one of his enemies, The prophetess 
at once proclaims that the patient has been 
bewitched and points out the Man or wo- 
man who bewitched him. In such cases 
where death ensues the relatives of the 
deceased are liable to kill the person so 
charged with being a witch. 

On the Indian Farms. 

I spent some time on the Indian farms. 
They are good farmers, not a few using 
American machinery, such as plows. They 
are, as a rule, rather stock men than grain 
raisers. I found very few of the men la- 
boring in the fields, and I am told that 
the women do the most.of the farm work 
except on the farms of the larger land own- 
ers, where the rotos or Chilean peasants 
act as hired hands. The roto is the prod- 
uct of crossing the Spanish and the Indian 
blood. Like most hybrids, he is in many 
respects worse than either of the people 
from whom he is descended, often having 
the vices of both and the virtues of neither. 
The Indian, I am told, is cleaner than the 
peon. He is mere honest and more self- 
respecting. Until very recently no Indians 
could be got to work for a white man, 
and today the Araucanian feels himself the 
equal of any person on earth. He has al- 
ways been a man of some civilization and 
he had his farms and his stock when the 
Spaniards came to this continent. The 
clothes he wears are woven by his wives 
and his ponchos have ail the bright colors 
and much of the beauty of the blankets 
made by our Navajo Indians. 

The Araucanian is a shrewd trader, but 
as a rule he seems not to care for money. 
I have tried a number of times to buy 
the blankets of Indians whom I met by of- 
fering what they should have considered 
gcod prices, but have invariably failed. It 
was the same with the jewelry which I 
tried to purchase of the girls. The only 
place to get such things is in the pawn 
shops of the frontier towns. The Indians 
are fond of liquor. They drink the vilest 
of aleohol, and when out of money will sell 
or pawn almost anything they have for 
the means of getting it. This brings them 
to thespawnbrokers and the result is that 
you can.often pick up their curious jewelry 
or beautiful blankets quite cheap. I was 
offered today a pair of solid silver stirrups, 
each of which weighed_a pound, for 35 
Chilean dollars. or almost $12 of our mon- 
ey, and I bought an almost new hand- 
woven poncho as big as a bed quilt for 
$10 in silver or for $3.50 in ‘American gold. 

It isc on account of his desire for aleohol 
that the government has forbidden the In- 
dian to sell his lands. Unsecrupulous svec- 
ulafors have until now been robbing him 
of them in many partd of the country, so 
that onlv a comparatively small amount 
of what he has had remains. This part of 
Chtle is settling un so fast that the demand 
for land grows greater day by day, and it 
is onlv a question of time when the proper- 
tv now reserved to the Arsucanians will 
he thrown on the market. The railroad {s 
bringine the white man further and fur- 
ther south and the days of the Araucanians 


are numbered.

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Bill Tells of His Midnight Caller 
in 1866. 


AND WHAT THE MAN WANTED) 


He Had a Friend He Was Anxious 
To Hide Out from the Provost 
Guard. 
oy,

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Only a reminiscence. The veterans do 
not naturally love to recall the dark side 
of the civil war. They do not “nurse their 
wrath to keep it warm,” as did Tam 
O’Shanter’s witch. They are too busy in 
making a living to spare much time to mem- 
ories of marches and battles and hard- 
tack and ragged clothes. But they do in- 
dulge in little war incidents and accidents 
when they meet a comrade and something 
reminds them of something. The four-year 
war was full of heroism and thrilling 
events, but I believe the aftermath, the 
patching up of peace, Was more provoking 
and discouragirg and of longer continu- 
ance than the war itself. 

“As iron sharpeneth iron so does a man’s 
face sharpen the face of his friend.’’ 

It is only a reminiscence that I am going 
to relate. I met the old gentleman yester- 
day, and as we grasped hands our minds 
and memories went back to the troubled 
days of 1865 when first we met, one dark 
and dreary night. ‘‘Who {ts that?’’ he said 
cautiously as I knocked at the door. “Talk 
low,” said I; ‘“‘they are after your brother 
to take him back to Virginia and try him 
for kukluxing those scoundrels. I have 
brought %im over here and hid him in your 
ginhouse loft, under the straw. Don't let 
anybody bute ycur wife know where he is.”’ 
It was about Gaybreak, and the old gentle- 
man was in his night clothes... “Lord, help 
said hé. “Are you. telling me the 
Who are you? Let me light a 
candle."” When he brought it he unlocked 
the door and opened it just enough for 
him to see my face, and fer me to see him 
and his double-barreled gun chat was near 
his hand. “Who are you?” he repeated. 
When I whispered my mame he grasped my 
hand eagerly, for he knew that I was his 
brother's counsellor and friend. Hurriedly 
he put on his clothes, and we went a blind 
path to the ginhouse, which was nearly a 
qiarter of a mile away. Not a soul was 
stirring; not a dog barked. ‘‘Good Lord,” 
said he, “has it come to this. Those vil- 
lains whom my brother helped to whip and 
them leaye the country up in Vir- 
ginia were worse than the tories of the 
old revolution. They robbed and plundered 
our people, and had negroes to help them, 
and we appealed in vain to the yankee 
officers for protection. Our wives and our 
daughters were in continual danger, and 
we had to Kuklux those scoundrels or 
leave the country ourselves.’’ 

It was in June, 1865, while I was living in 
Rome, that I was aroused from sleep about 
midnight and learned from my Virginia 
friend that he was in great peril, and want- 
ed assistance and advice. A warrant had 
been issued for him in Virginia and sent to 
the federal provost marshal at Rome, and 
he was to be arrested in che morning and 
sent back for trial. He briefly related the 
circumstances, and told me he had a 
brother living in Bartow county, about 
eighteen miles distant; but nobody about 
Rome knew him, nor was his brother im- 
plicated in the kuklux business, and he 
might be concealed on his brother’s farm 
somewhere until the federal soldiers left 
here. 

“All right,” said I; “‘go back at once and 
get you a change of clothing and meet me 
at Norton's corner.” It did not take me 
long to hitch my horse to che little rock- 
away and drive down to Broad street and 
take him in. We took roundance on the 
soldiers’ quarters and were soon out of 
town and on the road to old Cassville. The 
night was dark and misty, but we had a 
good horse, and in about three hours we 
were nearing the farm. When opposite the 
ginhouse we stopped to reconnoiter. We had 
not passed a man on the road, nor seen a 
light in anybody’s house. So-we felt that 
we were safe so far. Driving out to a 
secluded place we hitched the horse, and 
them’ made ‘haste for the ginhouse. The 
way was clear and the place comfortable. 
Leaving the brothers to arrange their plans, 
1 drove on to Cassville and thence back 
to Rome in time for breakfast. There was 
quite a stir in the town that day, for it 
was soon noised around that one,of our 
citizens was wanted and could not be 
found. A lieutenant in blue had a squad of 
Dutchmen moving stealthily around as if 
in search of somebody. At night they 
watched the house from a back alley, but 
saw no sign. For a month or more the 
inquisition was kept up. His wife and son 
pnd daughter and myself and wife ex- 
changed significant glances when we met, 
but there was no sign or conversation on 
that subject. In course of time these sol- 
diers were withdrawn. Civil law was re- 
stored and one morning about sunrise my 
friend surprised hig family by walking in 
to breakfast. Advices from Virginia told 
how the prosecutor had got into trouble 
and left the country for his country’s good. 
Strange to say, .the man who informed 
my friend about the warrant Was a negro— 
a negro of mixed blood—a middle man, 
who in those perilous and exciting times 
did his utmost to keep peace and good 
will between the races. He was raised by 
the Berriens, of Savannah, and was high- 
toned and well educated and of good prin- 
ciples. The provost marshal made a confi- 
dant of him, supposing that he was on their 
side and frequently took his advice where 
there was a conflict between the whites and 
the blacks. But for him I would myself 
have been sent a prisoner to Louisville 
and been punished as mayor for permitting 
a confederate flag to be displayed one 
night at a play in the city hall. Those were 
the times that tried men’s souls and soles. 
How old Father Time does mellow us down. 
That old flag can be displayed now at a 
tableau and give no offense. Now we can 
have confederate reunions and can build 
monuments to confederate heroes and even 
the north pays honor and tribute to our 
loyalty, and the blue and the gray fight 
side by side in defense of our country. 
Time is a good doctor, but he is slow. 
awful slow. We fought four years, but it 
took longer than that to make peace. We 
fought four months this time, but how 
long it will take to make peace no man 
can tell. Two thousand years ago a Latin 
poet wrote about a great conqueror ang 
said he made a solitude and called it peace, 
1 reckon that is what the Spaniards think 
of us. We destroyed their navy and took 
all their islands and cal] it peace. But one 
thing is certain: The election {s over and we 
will now have political peace. Of course, 
we have all felt excited and anxious about 
our state elections, but happily it is all 
over and nobody feels aggrieved. We have 
a good governor and he haga g00d cabinet 
and our members of the legislature are 
unusually select and go our ship will sail 
on smooth waters unless old Satan is do- 
ing like he did in Job's day—“going to 
and fro in the arth and walking up and 
down in it." T-wonder if he is dotng that 
all-the time pretty much. BILL ARP,
